The president left the train for an hour, and motored to the principal 
points jot interest in the Florida northeast coast resort city, before proceed­ 
ing northward on the journey which will bring him back to the White 
House early tomorrow.

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE sailed in 
to Havana harbor on the battleship 
Texas, conveyed by six destroyers— 
their official job being to keep off 
submarines and torpedo boats. If it 
had been 
real war, the 
president 
would have gone in a submarine or a 
flying ship—never 
in a dangerous 
floating steel target. The expensive 
battleship would not have been sent 
out of its snug harbor and the de­ 
stroyers ‘‘would have been busy dodg­ 
ing destruction from the air." Battle­ 
ships are magnificently impressive, 
and aa obsolete as the gilded six- 
horse coach in which King George 
rides to open Parliament. 


SOME good news about government 
flying machines at last. We may even­ 
tually realize that the richest nation 
should develop the only defense real­ 
ly important—fighting airplanes and 
destructive submarines. 


OUR government airships flew, non­ 
stop, to Managua. And a real air 
fighting air unit is to "co-operate" 
with the battle fleet in the Pacific. 
Two airplane carriers, able to launch 
IOO airships each, will be part of the 
Pacific fleet. And the Navy says it Is 
determined to "maintain supremacy 
of the air at sea." 


THE only fighting at sea, hence­ 
forth. Is to be the air. And to talk of 
airships “co-operating" with a battle 
fleet, is like talking of high powered 
cannon co-operating with bows and 
arrows. If war came, the flier-) would 
have to protect the battleships. 


THIS news from Washington should 
sink into the national mind. At P aul­ 
ina an obsolete 5,000-ton ship was 
used for a target. A "preliminary bom­

GOV. DONAHEY APPEALS TO OHIOANS TO “COME TO RESCUE OF DLS!HUTE CMUMOOD,” ESPECIALLY IN COAL MINING 
Of 


COLUMBUS, O., Jan 18.—An ap­ 
peal to Ohioans to “come to the 
rescue of destitute childhood," es­ 
pecially in the 
coal 
mining re­ 
gions of this state, and to contri­ 
bute food, clothing and money is 
contained in a proclamation is­ 
sued today by Governor Vie Don­ 
ah ey. 
"Within the borders of the state 
of Ohio at the present time ex­ 
ists a condition of distress and 
suffering which must be called to 
the attention of the people of the 
commonwealth." the governor's 


proclamation read. 
“More, or less, unemployment 
exists everywhere. In most com­ 
munities, the more fortunate are 
able to provide relief for those in 
need," continued the governor. “In 
other communities, however, espe­ 
cially in the coal-mining regions, 
the financial resources have be­ 
come exhausted, with the result 
that many children are at the 
point of starvation for want of 
food and suffering for lack of 
clothing. 
"The right, or wrong, of the coal 


strike does not alter the fact that 
the children of indigent parents 
must be 
helped. 
They are the 
hardest hit victims of the indus­ 
trial strife and they are the most 
important to the future welfare of 
our state. 
Undernourished chil­ 
dren, inadequately clothed against 
the rigors of winter, are bound 
to become crippled members of so­ 
ciety. 
They are not responsible 
for 
the 
industrial 
disputes of 
their parents, but, by reason of 
their helplessness, are the first 
and foremost sufferer*. Tho hand 


of Justice to children beckons to 
the entire citizenry of Ohio. 
"As governor of Ohio, therefore, 
I deem it my duty to Issue this 
proclamation to call upon the peo­ 
ple of our state to come to the 
rescue 
of 
destitute 
childhood. 
Food is the greatest need. Money 
is needed for 
the 
purchase of 
milk and other food essentials to 
the health of growing children." 
Governor Donahey announced 
that be had directed the Ohio Na­ 
tional Guard to serve ta the re­ 
ceiving and distributing agency. 


He stated that all money received 
will be deposited with, and dis­ 
bursed by, Bert B. Buckley, state 
treasurer, and that all receipts and 
disbursements will be audited by 
Joseph T. Tracey, state auditor, 
who will submit a full account­ 
ing and report.

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City’s Fire Loss Decreases 
Thanks to elimination of hazards, which followed inspec­ 
tions by Chief Bryan, and cognizance of warnings given in con­ 
nection with the fire insurance companies’ nation-wide fire pre­ 
vention campaign, East Liverpool’s fire loss during 1927 shows a 
large decrease over 1927. 
Although $1,021,790 worth of property was endangered, the 
damage last year totaled but $21,912, of which $14,798 was done 
to buildings and $7,114 to contents, according to the annual report 
of the department chieftain. 
This report indicates that East Liverpool ha. profited from 
the lessons of 1926, when the appalling fire loss, due to the Dia­ 
mond fire, alarmed the National Board of Underwi iters and re­ 
sulted in the withdrawal of several companies from the field. In 
addition, an increase in rates was threatened. 
Other than driving home the need of common sense precau­ 
tions against fire, the huge loss a year ago prompted the submis­ 
sion of the proposed one-mill tax levy to the electorate last No­ 
vember for the purpose of increasing the personnel of the fire 
department. And its approval means 13 additional men will join 
the fire fighting force on February I, thus increasing its strength 
to 26 men—a chief, assistant chief, three captains and 21 men in 
the ranks. 
Thus adequately manned and equipped, East Liverpool should 
be prepared to cope with any serious fire. And if the public co­ 
operates in eradicating hazards and heeds the advice of fire ex­ 
perts to avoid common dangers, there should be even a lower fire 
loss in 1928. 


Am ericans and Columbus 
It is unfortunate that the name of this country, while good 
in itself, lacks an adjective form. 
We can’t call ourselves “Unfed Statesans,” or at least it has 
never been done; and “United Statesmen” would sound too pre­ 
tentious. So we have had to fall back upon the tenn “Americans,” 
thereby presuming on our position a little, and offending some of 
our New World neighbors. 
Canadians and Latin-Americans have often challenged our 
right to the title, in insisting that they are as much “Americans'’ 
as we are. The term “North Americans,” while a little more mod­ 
est, still presumes on the good nature of Candian, Mexicans and 
Central Americans. 
However, along comes aid unexpectedly from Spain. Rodri 
guez Marin, director of the National Library in Madrid, says that 
we really have a right to the title “Americans,” because the 
official designation of our country is the “United States of Amer­ 
ica.” The addition of that last word saves the situation. Brazil, 
which is known officially as the “United States of Brazil,” has 
no kick coming. 
The New World nations of Spanish and Portuguese origin, 
however, are still left without any designation except that of 
“Latin-Americans,” which we use for them and which they them­ 
selves dislike. Senor Marin thinks it would solve the whole prob­ 
lem if our Latin brethren were called “Columbians,” in memory of 
the discoverer of America. 
And so it would—if we could remember to use it, and the na­ 
tions to whom it is applied could be satisfied with it. Maybe the 
Pan American Union should do something about tile matter. 


Hemispheric H ighway 
Of all the Pan-American possibilities aroused by recent news 
events, there is none that so appeals to the general imagination as 
the Pan-American highway. Here is a handful of headlines culled 
from current newspapers: 
“Roads to Replace Old Aztec Trails.” 
“Look to Roads as Mexican Path to Peace.” 
“Road Would Link Western World.” 
“Plan for Intercontinental Highway." 
“Drive from Hudson Bay to Patagonia.” 
That is enough to set in a ferment of pleasant anticipation 
the minds of millions of motorists. 
Canada has been pretty well opened up to our motor tourists 
by road improvements and extensions since the war. Mexico has 
embarked on a very ambitious plan of highway development, which 
if it can be financed will make that country, within five years, 
more familiar to the outer world than five roadless centuries have 
made it. 
Then think of following the “Lindbergh Trail” through Cen­ 
tral America. Think of rolling down the vast stretch of mountains 
and seashores through Colombia, Ecuador, Peru and Chile. Think 
of climbing over the huge backbone of the Andes and penetrating 
the fertile plains of Argentina. And then—if a few years more 
are allowed—returning by a chain of great state highways through 
the tropical jungles of Brazil and Venezuela, completing the circuit 
of a great continent. 
It is a wonderful prospect, and sure of realization—if only we 
can maintain peace, friendship and co-operation with Latin-Amer- 
ica. 


W ays To Peace 
Two methods of promoting world peace have been revealed by 
the recent Briand and Kellogg discussion of peace guarantees. 
Briand’s way, which is Europe’s way, is to enforce peace by agree­ 
ing to fight aggression. America’s way is to insure peace by out­ 
lawing war, or agreeing not to fight any nation. 
The European point of view appears more practical to its advo­ 
cates. They have the makings for a good old fashioned war in 
their midst all the time. It looks safest to them to let it be known 
that any aggressor nation will promptly be sat upon by all the rest 
of the right-thinking nations. 
The American feeling is that war is bad and should therefore 
be banned. It would accomplish that ban by having everybody 
agree not to fight under any circumstances. 
If this disagreement on method meant that peace must lose 
out, it would be more than tragic. But it seems to be a case in 
which the disagreement will lead to further discussion and air of 
Views aud at the same time work a little toward the accomplish 
nient of the end sought by both sides. Having so many minds in 
so many nations set determinedly on peace cannot but be a good 
thing.

The fear of soliciting Good Time 
Charlies, who turned out to he plain 
clothes men from Central Office, stop­ 
ped their park promenades. 
Every imaginable trap was set for 
them. 
Each night along side streets 
of Broadway it was a common occur­ 
rence to hear a piercing scream and 
see a white faced, agonizing woman 
being led by the arm to awalt the 
patrol wagon. 
There are hundreds of them who 
migrated to Paris, Vienna and far 
away Shanghai, where freedom w’as 
permitted. 
The nymph du pave has 
gained wisdom.

Work In Blindness Prevention. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 18.— 
Some twenty years ago two men and 
a woman started a movement for the 
prevention of blindness. They enlist­ 
ed the co-operation of a small group 
of public-spirited citizens end the New 
Y'ork State Committee for the Preven­ 
tion of Blindness was formed. A little 
later a widespread demand for that 
kind of work developed and a National 
Committee was organized. 
The movement has grown until the 
national organization, now known as 
the National Society for the Preven 
tion of Blindness, has a membership 
in excess of 25,000. This means that 
for every four blind persons in 
the 
United States there Is now one person 
identified with the work of averting 
tho tragedy of blindness that is in so 
many cases unnecessary and prevent 
able. The Hon. William H. Taft, Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, is the honorary presi­ 
dent of the society. William Fellowes 
Morgan, well known business man and 
philanthropist of New York city, is the 
president, and the board of directors 
is a long list of prominent physicians 
aud welfare workers. 
The value of the work the society 
Is carrying on in preventing blindness 
and conserving vision is best indicated 
by the cost of blindness to the nation, 
says Lewis H. Carris, managing di­ 
rector of the organization. One source 
of blindness alone—industrial acci­ 
dents —• costs the industries of the 
country 
$10,000,000 
every year, he 
says, 
amid is 
responsible 
for 
15 
per cent of our blind population—this 
despite the fact that the experience 
of many plants proves that most indus­ 
trial eye accidents are preventable. 
“The cost to the nation of blindness 
from other sources is probably just 
as great though less easily ascertain­ 
able,” says Mr. Carris. “For example. 
it costs on an average ten times as 
much to provide an education for a 
blind child as for one 
with 
normal 
sight. 
I am convinced that the pre­ 
ventable causes of blindness have cost 
this country well over $100,000,000 In 
the 
last 
decade. 
Tho 
suffering of 
those who have lost their sight,.and 
the suffering of their families, can not, 
of course, be evaluated In financial 
terms, nor adequately in words, but 
on the score of economics alone the 
nation as a whole and every individual 
community has much to gain from in­ 
tensive, well organized work for the 
prevention of blindness and the con­ 
servation of vision.” 
First Worked With Babies. 
Duriug its early years the New York 
committee devoted its efforts primar­ 
ily to the prevention of the then I rln- 
cipal causes of blindness—.opthalmia 
eonatorum, or babies* sore eyes, and 
this work was largely the dissemina­ 
tion of propaganda for the use of a 
prophylactic in the eyes of infants at 
birth, then and now recognized, it is 
stated, aa practically a sure preven­ 
tive. 
While the original project of the 
committee has been half completed the 
frequency of blindness from babies’ 
sere eyes having been reduced by 50 
per cent during the last twenty years* 
Mr. Carris says the studies of the or­ 
ganization show that other equally se­ 
rious or even more serious causes of 
blindness 
have been developed in 
America. Chief among these are the 
eye hazards, eye accidents, eye dis­ 
eases, and eye-strain incidental to the 
dally work of millions of mon and wo­ 
men. Of tho 100.000 blind persons in 
the country, 15.000 are believed 
to 
have lost their sight in this way. Other 
causes cited by Mr. Carris include tra­ 
choma. a very dangerous eye disease, 
the venereal diseases which lead to 
blindness, and numerous accident haz­ 
ards in public and home life. 
“The organization.” Mr. Carris adds. 
“is now directing its efforts against 
all these causes of blindness as well 
as against opthalmia neonatorum, and 
is devoting its resources to public ed­ 
ucation concerning general care of the 
eyes and conservation of vision so as 
to reduce the proportion of our popu­ 
lation that is handicapped by seriously 
defective vision, a group a hundred­ 
fold greater than our blind popula­ 
tion.” 
One of its more recent objectives is 
the increase of sight-saving claspt a in 
the public schools for children with se­ 
riously impaired vision. It is said that 
these classes are accomplishing 
re­ 
markable results in 
conserving the 
sight of children Mid at the same t*me 
supplying a normal education to many 


children who were formerly sent to 
* schools for the blind. 
Eye Sight Conservation Council. 
Another organization that is carry­ 
ing on an extensive work in the field 
preventing blindness is the Eye r ght 
Conservation Council of America. 
It 
was formed in 1920. 
L. W. Wallace, 
of this city, executive secretary 
of 
the American Engineering Council, is 
the president, and another Washing­ 
tonian, Morton G. Lloyd, chief of the 
safety division of the United States 
Bureau of Standards, Ip one of tho di 
rectors. Secretary of Labor James J. 
Davis and Commissioner of Education 
John J. Tigert are of 
the board of 
councilors. 
The stated purpose of the council is 
to promote betterments of vision by 
arousing public interest in the import­ 
ance of eye hygiene and care of the 
eyes. 
To attain this end the council 
dissemii ‘es knowledge relating to the 
need and value of correcting eye de­ 
fects, to the protection of the eyes 
ag:.inst various hazards in industry 
and excessive light and heat, and to 
the importance of proper illumination.

3 company, 350 feet fire hose and 50 
feet chemical hose; No. 4 company, 
850 feet of fire hose. This Is a total 
of 17,500 feet of fire hose and 3,700 
fet of chemical hose. A grand total 
of 813 gallons of chemicals were used 
by the departm ent. 
Sixty-eight fires were extinguished 
with w ater, 38 w ith chemicals, 15 with 
w ater and chemicals and nine others 
were beaten out with brooms. The re­ 
maining 51 had been extinguished be­ 
fore the arrival of the firemen. 
Firem en spent 107 hours In repair­ 
ing the fire alarm system and 76 
hours in the repair of the police alarm, 
a total of 183 hours. 
Six pulmotor calls w tfe received. 
Three hundred and thirty hours were 
spent in flushing, repairing and oiling 
fire hydrants. 
Members of the departm ent made 
330 building inspections during the 
year. 
Approximately 220 complaints 
of fire hazard's were also Investigated. 
Recommendations of the fire chief 
included the establishm ent of a pen­ 
sion fund, the erection of a new cen­ 
tral fire station and the Installation 
of six additional fire hydrants. 
The discipline of tho fire depart­ 
ment during the year 
was 
“good” 
Chief Bryan reported.

The Seger Fuel company, of Ligon 
ior, I*a., which has been operating 
its mine at W est Point on a non-union 
basis, suspended operations yesterday. 
Thirty-five miners, who were im­ 
ported to operate the mines, left to­ 
day for other coal fields. 
Pumps and other machinery and 
tracks in the mines are being re 
moved . Mules which were used lo 
haul coal to the main tracks have 
been brought from the shafts. 
Company officials announced today 
that they w ere unable to operate the 
mine on a paying basis with the Jack­ 
sonville scale. The company has been 
producing five car loads of coal a 
week, the production not paying for 
the cost of operation, it was claimed. 
Before the W est Point mine closed 
in December 1926, approxim ately 350 
miners were employed, it being one of 
the largest mines in Columbiana coun­ 
ty. 
Labor trouble in the W est Point 
fields was narrowly averted last fall 
when the company im ported large 
numbers of non-union m iners from 
Pennsylvania. 
However, at the re­ 
quest of county officials, th e mine 
owners dism issed the workers, bring­ 
ing them to E ast Liverpool. 
L ater 
the mines w ere pumped out and the 
production of coal started. 
No further attem pt to operate the 
mines will be made until the strike 
is settled, It is said.
